Resistance to Nazi Rule 

Germans Unable to Obtain 
Support for Puppet State 



The Nazis have failed to find 
any number of enthusiastic follow- 
ers for the puppet government of 
Qubling, said Dr. Henry S. Leiper 




la an interview with the Daily last 
night Dr. Leiper is the American 



secretary of the provisional World 
Council of Cburchet, who has been 
visiting McGill for the past two 
days. 

A church leader of international 
experience. Dr. Leiper has bad con- 
tacU with subjugated Christians in 
Norway. He spoke as a church bead 
familiar with the Norwegian church 
and the spirit of the Norwegian 
people. The chief difficulty of the 
Nazis in ruling Norway, said he, 
has been in finding "stool pigeons" 
to back up a puppet government as 
did the men of Vichy. In Norway 
the Nazis have found no such col- 
laboraters to support Quisling. 

Dr. Leiper stated that the aim of 
the invader has been to reduce 
Church and ' education to mere 
lackeys of the stale. The teachers 
and ministers have not graciously 
endtired this treatment. Under a 
central organization they have re- 
sisted the tyranny of the invader. 
Thus the clergy and educational- 
ists have become the leaders of the 
resistance of the peoples. This is

The final statistics on the Uni" 
verslly Harvesting Party" have bééh 
released and show that approxi- 
mately 407 University Students are 
at present working in the West. 
This figure includes 3 former stu- 
dents. 

Macdonald College leads the other 
faculties in the percentage of en- 
rolment, with 86% of its 108 stu- 
dents serving their country. The 
next faculty in Une is the School 
of Commerce with ,14, or 69% of 
its total male enrolment helping out 
with the harvest. The only other 
faculty with over half of its stu- 
dent body gone is that ot Law, 
which has 14 out ot 25 in the west 

Approximately 71 students other 
than those included in the statlstlot 
were issued tickets. These students 
did not go on the first train, and as 
there was no official McGiU repre- 
sentative on succeeding trains there 
is no means of telling how many 
more students, above the number 
of 313 refiittered,on the first train,

Principal Compares British, 
American Laws with Those 
Of New ServkeRegulations 




James Issues 
Statement 

Explains 
Necessity for 
War Training 

Yesterday Principal F. Cyril 
James issued a statement ex- 
pressing the University's view of 
the recently-announced Student 
Training Regulations. This 
statement is printed in full im- 
mediately below. 

"The National War Service Regu- 
lations (Consolidation 1942) the 
relevant sections of which were 
published in the McGill Daily on 
October 21st represent a determin- 
ed effort on the part of ^the Domln 
ion Government to meet the serious 
manpower problems that Canada 
must solve if we are to win this 
war. 

More Stringent 

Insofar as they affect University 
students, these Regulations arc 
more stringent than those previous' 
ly in effect, Init they are noticeably 
more generous than the comparable 
regulations now in effect in other 
countries. In the United States, the 
House of Representatives has pass- 
ed legislation which provides for 
the calling up of single men at the 
age of 18, and further provides that 
men may not have their call up de- 
ferred beyond the end of . the 
academic session In which it ar- 
rives, unless they are registered un 
dergraduates In specifically defined 
scientific fields that are regarded as 
essential to the war effort Iii Great 
Britain the regulations, which have 
been in effect for some time, pro- 
vide that all men shall be called up 
at the age of 18H, and the rigid ap- 
plication of these regulations to 
University students is discussed in 
another column of this issue. 

The adoption . of these ;neW|poll- 
des by tiie Dominion Govemmiiit 
and by the governments ot other 
nations must be considered in the 
light of the fact that this war has 
reached a critical stage. If victory 
is to be won by the United Nations, 
we shall certainly need large num- 
bers of doctors, engineers and other 
scientists, and it should be realized 
that most of our men students arc 
increasingly to be found In thcjc 
fields. The number of male stu- 
dents in Arts, in' Cbmiiierce and in 
Law, has declined sharply as a rc>. 
suit of voluntary enlistment, an5l"a 
large number of the students who 
are now enrolled in the scientific 
fields have been encouraged to do 
so by the grant of special Domin- 
ion-Provincial Scholarships. McGUI 
University, in coinmon with every 
other Canadian institution. Is doing 
its best to remedy the acute short- 
age ot technically trained men. 
Training Emphasised 
We cannot, however, escape the 
fact that we might conceivably be 
in danger of losing this war before 
some of the men now In the Uni- 
versity have completed their tech- 
nical training. A crisis may arise 
in which every able-bodied Cana- 
dian may be called upon to defend 
his country against the perils that 
now threaten, and for that reason 
every student must qualify himself 
to play his part adequately. 

All university students are now 
required to take military training 
Irrespective of age, nationality or 
the faculty withtln which they are 
enrolled, excepting only those med> 
leal and dental students who have 
already begun thehr clinical work. 
n>Is is an obligation which I am 
sure that all of you will readily 
assume as your minimum contri- 
bution to the winning of the war, 
and I want to point out to you that 
it Is also accompanied by a privil- 
ege. Stories have been chxulating 
recently to the effect that the Gov- 
ernment of Canada may change its 
policy regarding the calling up of 
certain groups of male students now 
registered in universities. That may 
well be true, and at any future time 
the Government ma^r find it neces- 
sary to promulgate new regulation! 
appropriate to the circumstances 
that then exist At the present time, 
however, the National War Service

American Students to 
Complete Present Year 



On October 17, by a vote of 
345 to 16 the House passed a 
bill lowering the draft age to 
le instead of 20. at present The 
action came after only four 
hours debate. All amendments 
ottered were either defeated or 
ruled out' of order, although the 
House approved committee 
amendments, the chief of which 
was one directing deferment of 
high Khool or college students 
In the' new group long enough 
to permit them to complete any 
semester's schooling begun In 
the present academic year, but 
in no case beyond next July 1. 

Another amendment approv- 
ed provides .that no married 
men shall be dratted till all 
single men have been called, 
and that no married men with 
children shall be called until all 
nuirricd men without children 
have l>een drafted. 

The bill 'defined "between 
the ages of 18 and 49" as re- 
ferring to men "who have at- 
tained the 18th anniversary of 
the day of their birth and who 
have not attained the 45th an- 
niversary of the day of their 
birlb." 

The bilU will go to Senate in 
a day or so. It Is expected that 
the Senate draft will cut down 
the amendment regarding de- 
ferment of high Khool and col- 
lege students to high school 
students only.

British Regulltiom . ^^fi^ 

All able-bodied men in Great V' 
Britain are called up by the Mii^ 
Istry of Labour for war servle«]^8| 
the Armed Forces or in indusnyl 
between the ages of 18^ and'H.> 
Married men and single men are 
equally callable, since marital 
status is not a factor that comes 
into consideration. 

All women are called up from 20 . 
to 41, but at present only single 
women between the ages of 20 and 
22 are conscripted for Auxiliary 
Armed Forces. The rest are assign- 
ed to war industry or to non-mili- 
tary duty. 

In regard to all the subsequent - 
paragraphs of this Memorandum , 
that concern university matters, all 
women students (whether in Arts.y.,. 
or Science) -are treated by the gov-' i; 
emment on the same t>asis as miale;^^ 
students in Science. u. 

In regard to male students regis- 
tered at a British universI^^iOT^ 
Arts degree, all such men are'aiîow- ^ 
ed to attend the University for one - 
year. That Is, conscription for thé ;/ 
Armed Services Is deferred imtil'- ' 
a maximum age of 19Vi. Those whr 
start very young may sometimes be 
able to get two years at tbe .Univ .

students of medicine and dentistry when 

, ey start their clinical work. 

University work has been considered 
. an essential— but in addition every student 
must be equipped for military duly as well, 
_ 60 that if the need should arise he will not 
t be found wanting because of a lack of 
training during the time he was at the Uni- 
rj^^CTSity. On condition that he acquire this 
j|8sential^ military training, the government 
istwiliing to allow the student to remain at 
college. That these conditions are more 
^lenient, than are in effect in Great Britain 
•^^and probably will be in effect in the United 
■ States, is seen by the stories on the first 
:page of today's Daily, 
J- f The duty of the student in this situation 
, is clear. He must maintain his acadcroio 
istanding and acquire a military training, 
/Anyone failing in his duty will be regarded 
.as forfeiting his right to remain in the Uni- 
'yersity. The task is difficult for many find 
their dajr is full, even without the addition 
. of siic. hours of military training, and the 
.v/added^time that ,»^^^^ travel to and 
^^ron^h^e. V Btil^ must be 

rdbnè if trained technical men and trained 
^ soldiers are to be' provided for Canada's 
;\yar effort. 
. To many students these new regulations 
will mean no change; to many others it 
' ; involves tho added work of six hours a 
'i*;i^eek. To students- who are following an 
.j^l^ccelerated course, or who are in their final 
'^•^j-ears of training in technical fields, and 
^'|,w){o had hoped that the government would 
. : ^recogni^e their need of^devoting their whole

. , Sçomft as a hard blow. . 
àr^ ^ T'"'^^ who are taking accelerated 
: /^courses feel that they are doing their duty 
|4te;tliè full when they devote' themselves 
M|?nôliyJto their work. This they felt cspeci- 
|*i^l;^'^nce the government itself had re- 
^^[l&éstéd the acceleration. Those also who 
^are training exclusively in technical fields 
1feel;that they can best serve their country 
5.1^;;thoroughly mastering their subjects. 
iBut'^as Dr. James points out in his state-

restraining, so that they may help if' they are 
V-jaeeded.

up; and a constant state of readiness re- 
quires constant preparation. 

The government has clarified the situa- 
tion: from now on the student must pre- 
pare himself for duty on two fronts— the 
military front and the university front. 



Music Notes 



Tueiday evening's chill wind brought the 
flrit In.a aerlei at ten.concerts by the orchestra 
ol Les Concerts SymphonlQues de Montreal 
under lis permanent conductor, Desire Defauw. 
It wai a laviih program with MIscha Elman at 
lololst In the Mendelsiohn Violin Concerto and 
in the E major concerto by Johann Sebastian 
Bach. 

Signilieantly the most satisfying experience 
on the program was neither of these, but the 
graceful, ingenuous and all too-rarcly played 
Symphony No, S in B flat major of Franz 
Schubert Mr. Defauw hefted his parts nicely, 
and it came off a tight, joyoui thing, often 
touched with gold. >It It music that makes no 
elalmii^thuaden; no message, but its modest 
seortng f or ilttte,^ two oboes, two bassoons, two 
horns and strings, Invests it with a naive charm. 
Schubertlans may take Issue with the briskness 
of Mr. Defauw's, opening allegro but this' minor 
objection should be outweighed by gratitude 
for his happily restoring It to the repertoire 

Of Mr. Elman'fi playing there is little to say 
that has not been said before. His is an in- 
tensely personal approach and one that Is 
rarely If ever varied, whatever the music he 
may be playing. A prominent New York, critic 
vows that .Elman once • told him v^th; a; per- 
fectly straight face: "I'm not Interested In tho 
period of the piece nor in the circumstances 
of its composition. I play the music as I 
feel IL": 

Tuesday's performance was of a piece with 
these remarks. Tbat Mr. Elman played the 

Mendelssohn as If It were Wlenlawskl seemed 
to dismay his listeners not at all. The applause 
was generous as ever. In fairness to the violin- 
ist It should be stated that he seemed a long 
way off top form. There were frequent lapses 
In rhythm, and intoiwiion,iespeel8ny^^n^^^^ 
in the (low moiwmeni^f ''the^Mm^ 
when Mr. Elman seemed to be flatting con- 
sistently. 

But the usual liberties with score were no 
more pronounced than In previous appearances 
here, and Indeed to Elman admirers, this is half 
his distinction. The other half Is the nearly 
Icgendlzed Elman tone. Even this sounded less 
than lustrous. Though In the adagio of the 
Bach concerto there were reminiscences of 
faded glory. 

The concert opened with Beethoven's 
"Corlolan" overture, rather less well finished 
than the music that followed, and closed with 
Maurice Ravel's arid, pretentious Rhapsodie 
Espagnole— a kind of object lesson for hard- 
working composers somewhat less imaginative 
and far less polished ,ln their craft than Ravel. 
For It drove hoine the point that even, a Ravel 
can fall to be interesting when he stakes a 
piece on nothing more than the peculiar 
rhythmic patterns of old Spain.

Then far away, a low rumble of motors was 
heard, followed by the barking of antl aircraft 
guns, the practically parallel beams of search- 
.lights were criss-crossing restlessly beyond the 
horizon . . . the himiming Increased, the bark* 
ing'of the guns became faster and more furious.

With a blinding 
white flame it burned there for a minute, and 
then there were only ashes and on aluminum 
skeleton. But the raid went on, and telling 
effect of the bombs could be noticed: Hundreds 
of bombs had been dropped and fires and ex- 
plosions could be seen all over the place. And 
stUl the bombers were coming ^ oyer, dropping 
more bombs, and starting more fifesi'yThe one 
fire-engine theie was worked furiously, trying, 
at^Ieasf^to stop the fires from' spreading fur- 
ther than they had already done. Men were 
running along the streets, with . buckets of 
water and sand, fighting lltUc incendiary 
bombs. Splinter of ehrapnell, glass and broken 
tUes were scattered all over the streets, and 
the men had to walk very carefully in order 
to avoid them. And still the bombs were fall- 
ing, until there was hardly a house left that 
was not on fire. Another plane was shot down, 
and crashed Into the churchyard. 

Then, one by one the' bombers , made off, 
having discharged the bombs meant for Ports- 
mouth. 

The little town was left in flames, as the 
humming of the planes stopped, and the sirens 
gave the 'all clear.' 

The only sound that could be heard was the 
crackling of the fires, and the shouting of the 
firemen. Many houses were razed to the 
ground, people were lying In the streets, dead 
or half-dead.and the ambulance was picking 
them up slowly ... 

The moon shone brightly over the little 
country town. In the distance the sea could be 
seen glistening in the uncertain light. The town, 
set in between the high dowiu and j^einaxshcs 
was dead and In ruins. The whlte^mlst^over 
the muddy fields was mingled with smoke from 
the fires. The shadow of the church was no 
longer ... for there was no churph there any- 
more. The littlc streets were brightly lit . . . by 
the moon ... by the fires. 

This was England In stmrnner 1040.

The first half of the annual track meet saw a banner al- 
tcndance yesterday with about thirty contestants in the five 
events. The major upset of the meet was the winning of the mile 
by Eddie Ballon in 4 rain. 49.5 sees. The company aggregate shows 
the Independents well in the lead, with A. company unrepresented. 

Harris Walker, who had the highest aggregate in last year's 
imeet, won the broad jump, the shot put and 100 yard events, 
chalking up fifteen points for the Independents.

Johnny 
Karefa-Smart of the same group bagged eleven points in four 
events, and the Meds had a strong edge for the meet.

Another stroi^g 
man was Roche of U.A.T.C. who 
placed third in the 440 and 100 yds. 
and second In the shot put and 100 
yards. He also placed In the mile 
and broad Jump, getting 15 points 
in^all to tie with \yalkcr as aggre- 
gate'^ebrer. 

POINT DISTRIBUTION 

The points were distributed to the 
first ten men finishing in each 
event; five for the winner, four and 
one-half for the second, and so on. 
The company standings are not yet 
assembled, as they will not be com- 
plete until the end ot the meet,- on 
Friday night 

The events scheduled for Friday 
are: the 220, the 880, the 120 low 
hurdles, the high jump, and the dis- 
cus throw. The program will start 
at 5.15 p.m. 

The results of today's meet were

"Arts Faculty, student enrolment' at 
universities has fallen by 
■ wo-thirds or more.«Many members 
et this faculty have been drawn off 
lor war work of one kind or an- 
other and several of the buildings 
ioualy, used by Arts students 
now devoted to military pur^ 
poses, 

In the case of Science students, 
Hm aggregate enrolment has also 
McUned somewhqt, but sligbtly.^ 




The over-all ' reduction In student 
enrolment at British universities Is 
between 20 and 23 per cent as com- 
pared to the last pre-war year. 

Divinity students who were on 
September 25, 1939, recognized by 
their respective churches as can* 
didates for ordination are exempt 
from call-up but are required to 
take military '(raining on the same 
basis as Science students while In 
college. All divinity students who 
have entered College subsequently 
to the previously mentioned date 
are treated in exactly the same way 
as Arts students. 

In regard to the granting of war 
degrees on the basis, of lower stan- 
dards, there i has -been no reason in 
Great Britain to reduce the require- 
ments for Science degrees, since the 
students are unable under the pre- 
sent scheme to complete the normal 
requirements under the accelerated 
schedule. In the case of Arts stu- 
dents, all British universities have 
agreed to award a war degree ■ to 
men who, after satisfactorily com- 
pleting six terms at college (i.e., the 
two academic sessions) have served 
for at least 12 months in the Armed 
Forces. The degree is not awarded 
until after this 12 months' service 
has been completed. Very few of 
these war degrees have been award- 
ed, particularly because the univer- 
sities are oncouraging men not to 
take the degrees now but to return 
to academic life after the war and 
finish their degree In normal fash- 
ion, particularly because Govern- 
ment regulations nowadays in Eng- 
land seldom allow an Arts man to 
stay at the university for two years. 

According to official reports, the 
present scheme is working out sat- 
isfactorily. There seems no reason 
to the universities or >tOitbeipublic 
for permitting a great«^àeferment 
Of call in the case of Arts students 
than that which they have already 
received, and although the acceler 
ated Science course Is a pretty 
heavy grind that -taxes all the en- 
ergies of the student, it should ^e 
pointed out that both the tstu^ents 
and the other members of the com 
munity recognize this effort is di' 
rectly contributing to theyiyar et 
fort The students do not complain 
about the burden of work, and the 
general public 1$ fully satisfied that 
these men are doing as much to- 
wards the wijining of the war as 
any other group In the community.
